MAY APPEAL TO 
HIGH COURT FOR 
PHILIP HARTMAN 


Authorities Do Not Be­ 
lieve, However, Fur­ 
ther Action Will 
Be Taken. 


SUMMER SCHOOL 
COLLEGE OPENS 


An appeal to the Supreme Court is 
the only ray of hope that lingers for 
Philip A. Hartman, self-confessed and 
convicted slayer of Trooper Francis 
A. Haley, who on Monday afternoon 
was sentenced to pay with his life 
the penalty for his crime, by Judge 
Donald P. McPherson. 
Confined to his cell in the Adams 
county jail, Hartman, who 
several 
months ago was reconciled to the fate 
of death in the electric chair, and later, 
visualizing freedom and escape from 
tho extreme penalty, connived to, but 
was frustrated in his attempt to saw 
his way to freedom, awaits now the 
next step, if any will be taken, by 
his 
friends, 
relatives or Attorney 
George Benner which may mean life 
imprisonment. 
Attorney George Benner stated this 
morning that he was not in a posi­ 
tion to state whether a further appeal 
would be taken in Hartman’s case. 
“ I 
am 
waiting 
consultation 
with 
friends awd 
relatives of Hartman, 
relative to a further appeal,” said Mr. 
Benner. 
May Not Appeal 
It was rumored 
in 
authoritative 
circles that an appeal to the Supreme 
Court* the only alternative remaining, 
would not he taken in Hartman’s be­ 
half. 
In substantiating the rumor, 
court house officials declared that in­ 
sufficient evidence, upon which Judge 
McPherson rendered his decision to 
refuse a new trial, foreshadowed any 
possible attempt to secure an affirma­ 
tive decision from the higher court, 
and Hartman is expected, according 
to local officials, to pay with his life 
for killing Trooper Francis Raley on 
the afternoon of October 14. 
“I've made by peace with God. and 
I ani ready,” was the statement of 
Hartman, shortly after his trial, when 
he was convicted of first degree mur­ 
der by a jury in the local courts. At 
that time he appeared reconciled to 
the fate of death in the electric chair 
and his cain; and emotional attitude 
indicated that he saw no light through 
which he might escape the death pen- 
alty. 
Several months’ incarceration in the 
Adams county jail, with freedom of 
the corridor granted him by Sheriff 
Shoaler, instilled in Hartman desire to 
escape and he planned with and in­ 
veigled Roy Diamond, Annville, boy­ 
hood companion of his, to assist him. 
Conspirator Sentenced 
Diamond, now serving a sentence 
for conspiracy to assist in breaking 
jail, sought to smuggle steel 
hack­ 
saws into Hartman with which the 
condemned man intended to saw his 
way to freedom. 
Hartman wa? frus­ 
trated in this attempt. 
The saws 
found their way into Sheriff Shealcr’s 
hands, who immediately turned the 
case over to the state police. 
Trooper 
Frutchey, 
conducting 
a 
three-day investigation of the case, 
arrested Roy Diamond, who later con- 
fess od his complicity in the matter 
and was given a prison sentence. 
Hartman’s chief interest then cen­ 
tered in Attorney Benner’s appeal for 
a now trial, which was refused Mon­ 
day afternoon.

John Humes, member of the self- 
styled “Hill gang 
robbers,” 
whose 
petty larcenies in the upper end of 
the county were cut short a month 
ago by state police with the arrest 
of seven members of the alleged band, 
w'as sentenced to the Eastern Peni­ 
tentiary on two charges of larceny to 
which he pleaded guilty by Judge D. 
P. McPherson Monday afternoon. 
On the first count, Humes, father 
of one of the boys in the “ Hill gang," 
was sentenced to serve not less than 
one and one-half years nor more than 
3 years in the Eastern Penitentiary', 
while on the second count he was sen­ 
tenced to not less than 2 years nor 
more than 4 years in the Philadelphia 
institution. 
Both terms are to begin 
at once. 
In addition the prison sen­ 
tences, Humes was ordered to pay a 
tine of $1 on each count and the costs 
of the prosecution of the tw'o charges. 
Humes’ son, Samuel, 16 years old. 
was sentenced to Glen Mills School 
for an indefinite term, which is not 
expected to expire until he has reach­ 
ed 21. The boy’s mother Is dead, and 
since his father will spend some time 
in the penitentiary the court decided 
that Glen Mills would be the best

WOULD DIVIDE 
HUGE FORTUNE 


Twenty-three defendants 
in 
six 
states are named in informations laid 
I before United 
States 
Commissioner 
Robert E. Wible. here, all charged 
I with violating a section of a United 
States statute in having “unlawfully 
and willfully mutilated, defaced and 
injured a certain bronze tablet plate,” 
part of the 44th 
New York monu­ 
ment on Little Round Top. 
Three of the defendants reside in 
the middle district 
of Pennsylvania, 
J and, before their cases are presented 
to the FederaI court grand jury at 
Scranton, they will be summoned to 
appear before Commissioner Wible for 
preliminary hearings, which in this in­ 
stance are expected to be only forma!. 
The other twenty defendants reside 
out of the jurisdiction of the middle 
district court, and the informations 
laid before Commissioner Wible will 
he sent directly to the United States 
district attorney for this district and 
presented to the Federal grand jury 
when it next convenes, 
If true bills 
are retuined, one of two courses of 
action is open to the court. 
Bench 
warrants may be sent to the United 
States marshals of the districts 
in 
which the alleged offenders reside, in­ 
forming them to appear in the middle 
district court for trial, or the court 
may set a fine for each to pay, send­ 
ing notices of the amount to each of 
the defendants. 
Acts Committed June I 
All of the informations are dated 
around June I. when the alleged acts 
were cr minuted on tablets which are 
part of the 44th New York monument 
on Little Round Top. 
Most of the 
defendants named in the informations 
wrote their full names and addresses 
on the tablets in pencil, or scratched 
them on the bronze with sharp pointed 
instruments. 
Witnesses to the alleged acts of 
vandalism, which constitute 
misde­ 
meanors in the eyes of the Federal 
government, are James B. Airmen, as­ 
sistant superintendent of the national 
park; William H. Tipton and Ernest 
Strickhousre, all of Gettysburg.
